Pekin. Oct. 21.—There was little in 


the news received at the capital today 
to reassure the government .or relieve 
the general feeling of uneasiness. 


The American 
missionaries in this 


province. C'hi-Li. hnvee been warned by 
students that there will be a revolu- 
tionary outbreak near Pekin tomorrow. 
Considerable credence is attached to the 
•''warning. As similar advance informa- 
tion readied the missionaries at Wu- 
Chang 
prior 
to 
the 
fighting there. 


Trouble is probably brewing at Tien 
Tsin and a telegram from there con- 
tains the ominous statement that the 
yomen of the viceroy Tsi-Nan. the cap- 
ital of 
Shantung province, has been 


burned. 


Consular reports from I-Chang, which 


has been isolated for some days con- 
firm earlier rumors that the city is iu 
the possession 
of the 
revolutionists. 


Thus far there has been no disturbance 
in l-Chang with the exception of an 
agitation on the part of 15.000 coolies 
employed on railway construction, who 
demand payment of their wages in.sil- 
ver, which cannot -be had.

schools of our land, and much lime and study is devoted 
to thr proper methods of teaching; hundreds of conventions 
are held every year for the discussion pro and con of child 
training, and in spite of this, in after years, over 70 pel- 
cent, of the male.attendants of the Sunday school arc lost 
to the saloon, with a consequent result upon an appalling 
percentage of the ffcmalo attendants. 
Despite these facts, 


as terrible ns they are, it has been proven to me. to my 
chagrin and the shame of the church, that an overwhelming 
majority of the ministers of our country arp totally in- 
different, and seldom preach upon this vitally important 
issilo. 


Have the courage of your convictions and preach convinc- 


ingly to y°"r congregations until you make them act. If 
they don't want sermons on prohibition (or temperance. If 
vou prefer the milder term,) and you arc afraid to force 
the issue upon them, resign nnd let. the world know why. 
It is hypocrisy to draw your salary longer. 
We look to 


the church and ministry as the fountain-head of truth and 
al Ithat is good. Let ns see that the assumption is con- 
served.

A "remnant" of' Judab, how- 


ever, came back from captivity, singing 
such songs through their four months' 
journey toward Jerusalem as that of 
our lesson, and claimed for their "sin- 
ful nation" that snov promise of Tsaia.li 
•that has seldom been,applied, as Isaiah 
meant it, to the purifying of politics, 
the cleansing of a 
"sinful 
nation:" 


"Though your sins be as scarlet, they 
shall be as white as snow." The most 
appropriate place for that text is under 
a whitening prohibition map 
of 
the 


United States, or .a whitening mission- 
ary map of the world. That promise 
means more than a white life for one, 
or "a white life for two;" it means a 
white country iind a white world. 


It is a good promise to grip on when 


the Christian' patriot is almost hopeless 
of national "salvation." That is what 
salvation .usually means in the Bible— 
"the salvation of Israel." 
Isaiah, the 


prophet who uses it most, speaks of 
the same'thing as the good news, the 
Gospel, which-'has- also been belittled 
as if it ep.ncemed individuals only, when 
it means nothing less than a Christian- 
ized community ''•(•Luke -4:111)..

The picture 
in the chapters of Isaiah of the sins that 
sickened Judah and killed Israel seems 
like a snap-shot of .our own present so- 
cial conditions. A sense-of personal »in 
seems today almost a lost art. --J8ut a 
sense of social sin, so prominent all 
through the prayers of Bible prophets— 
t.he recognition that a whole church, a 
whole city, a whole nation may 
be 


unitedly guilty of wrong-doing—that 
can hardly be conceived in our individ- 
ualistic age. 
What everybody does no- 


body does, in the common view. 


Let us pray that those. Christian qual- 


ities of our national character which 
were so notable in the past may be re- 
stored. Neither in pulpit nor in private 
is there enough prayer for the nation— 
indeed, save in the sen-ices of one de- 
nomination, on rare occasions one hardly 
hears a prayer for the president or con- 
gress; for governor or 
legislature 
or 


mayor or city council; for the responsi- 
ble master of them all, the Sovereign 
Citizen, whose ballot is a scepter, to be 
received with solemn awe as at a cor- 
onation, and used with a sense of deep 
responsibility to God, to the home and 
to humanity. 
There are few heresies 


so wicked as one generally .believed by 
Christians, that politics belong outside 
their sphere. Would that we could in- 
duce :iil Sunday school teachers to read 
the New Citizenship, by Prof. S. Z. 
Batten, which pictures the state 
as 


God's "institute of right relations" ana 
politics as "the science of social wel- 
fare," which aims at "the achievement 
of a social order in which the ideals of 
humanity shall be realized." 
"Patriot- 


ism is that deep strong passion for the 
higher, larger interests of the people." 
May then- conic such civic revivals in 
our land that we may soon adopt t he- 
songs n.f returning Judnli, and sing: 


"Jehovah, 
thou bast 
been 
favorable 


unto thy land. 


Thou hast, brought back (lie captivity 


of Jacob. 


Thou bast forgiven the iniquity of the 


people. 


Thou hast covered all their sin." 


II. Men and Women May Return From 


Captivity. 


, What we have said thus fnr inter- 
prets the lesson's most direct and deep- 
est meaning; but we will not forget 
that if the nation, will not. yet. repent. 
God will bring J>ack from the captivity 
of sin, with songs of-deliverance, every 
repentant soul. All Old Testament his- 
'tory can be summed tip in those words 
which recur so often in Judges: "Evil," 
"Distress," "Deliverance." 
Sin always 


brings -sorrow. 
It is one of the shal- 


lowest confidence games in the world, 
and ought to deceive no one. It is but 
the spinning red hook, for which the 
fish leaps, only,to a.dd to it. the red of 
his blood nnd die in captivity. 
Sin al-- 


ways involves such injustice and in- 
gratitude to God and man thai, 'when a 
man "comes to himself" he despises him- 
self for his meanness. He sees he has 
.given neither God nor man a square 
' deal. 
This "godly sorrow,'' that is, 


God-like sorrow, of repentance is really 
a step toward joy, for the penitent is 
digging for the foundations to make 
himself a temple of God. In a square 
look at his own need, he is 
making 


room for God and the joy of restoration. 


The essential thing in repentance is 


not sorrow for sin, but turning from 
it, for repentance means turning a.gain 
or Totrrvhing; coining back to Jerusalem 
from captivity.

'Where is the promise?'' Are wo to '•on- 
clude that there has boon some mistake? 
Is there really such a promise; and, if 
so. where is it? 


First, it wns spoken In terms clear and

iiiiinistaknblo by the 
Mount of Ascension: 
from heaven as ye have seen him go." 
This promise cannot be explained away 
by referring it to- tile influential pres- 
ence of Christ. It is true that he 1ms 
been the commanding figure in history 
since those days. The power of all the 
Caesars ami Alexanders and Napoleons 
combined is not, comparable with that of 
'him who cometh from Doitrah, with gar- 
ments dyed rod'' in tho winepress of re- 
deeming grace. But this duos not answer 
tin- demands of tho promise. "lie shall 
so come even as'ye have soon him go." 
H will not. answer to explain it away ns 
a roferonco to the miracle of Pentecost. 
Ho did, indeed, so pour out his Spirit, on 
that memorable day that bis church was 
baptized with fire ami power for 
flic 


great, campaign before if. But this was j 
not. t.he coming here referred to. 


Nor wns tho prophecy fulfilled in the 


coming of Christ nt the dostmet.ioii of 
Jerusalem. 
He cnmo then with his fnn 


of retribution in hand 
to 
purge- his 


threshing-floor; but this was with no 
such benignant glory ax when bo ascend- 
ed into tbo heavens that, were opened to 
receive him. Nor arc the conditions of

tbo promise bo explainer! away by re- 
ferring it. to Christ's sustaining grace in 
tho dying hour. 
Ho does meet us at the 


threshold nf the Valley of tbo (Shadow 
nnd offer his rod' nnd staff to comfort 
us; but this duos not cover tlic case. The 
promise given on tho Mount, of Ascension 
is that, bo shall come nt n definite time 
nnd in a definite way; and his coming is 
further described in his 
own 
words: 


"The Son of Man shall come in t.bo clouds 
of heaven in power and great glory, with 
the sound of a trumpet." (Matt. 24:30- 
31.) 
"Ho shnll send his angols 
nnd 


gather together his elect, from the utter- 
most, part's of the earth." '(Mark 13:27.) 
Such passages ns those obviously refer 
to a personal coming, nt, a definite time, 
in the clouds of heaven, and tho holy 
nngols with him. 


The "Golden Thread" in Scripture. 
Second, the promise in tbo Scriptures, 


running all through thorn like a. golden 
thread. 
Tbo first -prophecy in the Old 


Testament is "tbo prot.ovangol" at the 
gate of pnrndiso; in that prophecy there 
is a distinct, roferonco to the finnl tri- 
umph of the Seed of Woman over tho 
power of sin. And thenceforward there 
is a continuous lino of prediction with 
respect to tho pnrousin. It. is traceable 
in the Levitical system 
of 
Messianic 


rites and ceremonies, us well as in tho 
prophetic books. 


You may rend the same promise in 


Daniel's' vision of the image with head 
of gold, breast of silver, thighs of brass, 
logs of iron nnd feet or clay. Babylonia, 
Modo-Persin. Orooce. Rome; they come 
and go. And, behold, a. stone hewn out 
of the mountain without hand smites 
the imago so that iron and brass and sil- 
ver and gold are reduced to dust and 
swept away like the chaff of the sum- 
mer threshing-floor. Lot Daniel himself 
interpret it: 
"The God of heaven shnll 


sot, up n kingdom which shall never bo 
destroyed; it shall consume nil 
those 


kingdoms nnd shall stand forever." 


If tbo. Old Testament speaks with no 


uncertain sound tho New Testament is 
clearer still. There arc approximately fl 
thousand allusions in the teaching of 
Christ and bis apostles to this return of 
the King. 
In the twenty-fourth and 


twenty-fifth chapters of 
Matthew 
wo 


a 
pnnorninn of meaningless visions, if | 


the pnrousiii. were left out of it. 


The Christians of the early church took 


Christ and the apostles at their word, 
and awaited his coming with joyful ex- 
pectancy. In trying times of persecution 
the hope of his appearing 
was 
their 


strength and support. Thoir customary 
greeting morning and night was Maran- 
atha. "The Lord coraeth!" 


The Promise Read in History. 


Third, the promise may he read clearly 


in the logic of events. If the angels had 
delivered no message to the disciples on 
that mountain in Galilee if the Scrip- 
tures had made no prediction 
of 
the 


parousia: it. would still be forced upon 
us by the fact .that the centuries have 
been moving forward in converging lines 
of increasing light toward 
one 
focal 


point. What is this "one supreme divine 
event to which 
the 
whole 
creation 


moves?" Call it the "golden age'' if yon 
will. It borrows all its lustre from the 
fact that Christ, coming down through 
the centuries, is flooding the world with 
light. 
He is coming to reign! 
"The 


tabernacle of God shall be among men 
and he shall dwell with them, and they 
shall be his people and God himself shall 
be their God." 


Tlie nations that were in darkness ar? 


emerging into light.- It is less than sixty 
years since Commodore Perry opened the 
ports of Japan; and Japan is one of the 
great powers of the world today. It is 
less than forty years since Livingstone 
died in Middle Africa; and lo, the face 
of Ethiopia is turned toward the rising 
sun! It is not a decade since the decree 
against 
foreigners 
was 
annulled 
in 


China: and, behold, "the great wall" is 
no inore. The darkness is lifting; the 
nations of the earth are wheeling into 
line. For what? 
ft is for wise readers 


of history to ask. "What shall the end 
be?" 


The world has never seen a more won- 


derful year than t'»- one we arc living 
in. The peace palm t is nearing its com- 
pletion. The nations are conferring as 
to the wisdom of settling all disputes 
by arbitration.

In my seminary days it wns n, difliuolt 
mnttor to induce theological studiiot.R to 
offer themselves for missionary service;

them. 
The missionary boards are em- 


barrassed. Only t.ho choicest candidates 
are permitted to go. It, is impossible to 
overestimate the importnnfc of 
"the 


students' volunteer movement." 
There 


nro litornlly thousands of young men and 
young women waiting to go 
t.o the 


regions beyond. Wo nro reminded of the 
days of our civil war when the boys in 
blue marched toward tho thin red lino, 
singing, "Wo .ire coming. Father Ab-.a- 
ham. a hundred thousand more!" 


Third, the ingathering of souls. Will- 


iam Carey pronchod seven years in India 
without, n sign of .success; then Krishna 
Pal was converted. Now who shall count 
the converts in India ? It sooms but yes- 
terday that our missionaries wore per- 
mitted t.o ontor Koron: toilny Korea is n 
yellow harvest field. They are coming to 
Christ, "a nation in n day." 


In tho world of unbelief there are three 


signs. First, the decay of the false re- 
ligions. Of nil the groat religions of the 
centuries there are only throe which sur- 
vive, namely, 
Islnm. 
Buddhism 
and 


Christianity; and of these, as Max Mul- 
lor said, "Two arc moribund." The only 
religion on earth which lives to carry on 
a propaganda for light, and civilization 
is the religion of Christ. 


Signs of Its Near Approach. 


Second, tbo silencing of 
open 
and 


avowed infidelity. 
At the beginning of 


the In.st. century the air was rent with 
the vociferations of Thomas Paine and 
Voltaire and Joan Jacques 
Rousseau. 


There wns not. n nation in the world 
which did not have its brave cohort of 
infidels who .stood forth impiously shak- 
ing their clenched fists at fiod. The last 
of tho old guard were Bradlaiigh in Eng- 
land and Ingorsoll in America; and they 
have gone their way. 


Third, the appenrinc of false teachers 


within the church. "When tbo Son of 
Man cometh, shall he find faith on the 
earth?" 
The disoiplos were repeatedly 


and most earnestly warned that in tbo

who would deceive, tlio very oloct. They

The report 
of 
Chief 
Inspector of 


Safety Appliances H. W. Belknap was 
made public, yesterday. 
It finds th.it 


the accident was caused by the train 
being ntn along a number ten cross- 
over from one track to another at a 
rate 
of 
speed 
averaging 
sixty-five 


miles an hour, while the regulations 
prescribed ten miles ns the maximum 
speed under such circumstances. 


The report finds also that the engi- 


neer in control of the train had not 
worked this portion of the Pennsyl- 
vania lines before for more than twen- 
ty-one months, being assigned to an- 
other division, and that he was un- 
familiar with the track and. because 
of his unfaiiiiliarity. failed to observe 
the general orders limiting the speed 
to ten miles an hour. The expert re- 
ported also that the sigiral and tin- 
rules in regard to reducing speed at 
the crossover, provided by the company, 
were not adequate to provide against 
accidents. 


Experts Give Reasons. 


The following reasons arc advanced 


in support of this contention: 


"Train movements over this division 
ere bv signal indications: no signal 


was provided to indicate the reduced 
speed required at this cross-over. 


"There was no official knowledge that 


employes signed the general orders post- 
ed in the bulletin books requiring re- 
duced speed prior to going out on their 
trains, although in this case it, was 
found after the accident that the en- 
gineman in control of the train bad 
signed this bulletin some clays before 
the accident occurred. 


"There was no slow board used to in- 


dicate to approaching trains that slow- 
speed was required, although it was 
the practice occasionally to use such 
slow boards. 


Proper Tests Ifot Made. 


"The commission also finds that til.- 


engineman in this case had not made 
the proper air brake tests. As a pre- 
ventive of such accidents as this, the 
commission 
recommends that 
in all 


cases where the track is not safe for 
high speed, notice of the slow speed 
required shall be given to enginemcn 
bv train orders and a slow board shall 
he installed to indicate to the approach- 
ing train 
the location of 
the 
place 


where the slow speed is required. Tt 
also recommends that, cngineinen he re- 
quired to take running tests before he- 
ing put, in charge of such a fast train. 


"The commission finds that, had cars 


of this train been of the wooden con- 
struction, 
they 
would 
undoubtedly 


have been crushed to pieces and tele- 
scoped by the imnact. causing a fright- 
fill loss of life. 
To the all-steel equip- 


ment is attributed the fact that not. a 
passenger lost his life and only one 
was seriously injured."

Thomas F. Hopkins. Head of the Law 
Firm That Managed th& Washington 
End of the Mexican. Revolution. 
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OT on the plains about Juarez? i^o't in the tur- 
bulent streets of Mexico City was the recent 
Mexican revolution fought, but in the quiet 
avenues of our own national capital, Washing- 
ton. 
That was the nerve centre from which 


the blows of. the lighting men in the field were directed. 
There, in hotel corridors, lobbies of theatres and law 
offices, the decisive engagements between the old 
regime and the new were fought and won and lost. 


This was but natural when you think of it. The 


supporters of Madero, confident of the justice of their 
cause and banking on the general sympathy of Ameri- 
cans, selected Washington as tht base from which 
they were to obtain not only their supplies and muni- 
tions, but advice and example ns to how to proceed 
from the diplomatic viewpoint and information ns to 
what the Diaz government would do to outwit them. 
The very boldness of the idea ot transacting their 
illicit business under the eyes of the Secret Service 
and the Department of Justice favored them. 


The Mexican government, being immediately in- 


formed of this plan, naturally relied upon its embassy 
in Washington to frustrate the plans of tbe revolution- 
ists and to keep tab on every movement of the enemy. 
If arms were sent as such from the United States it 
would be tbe duty of the government to inform the 
Mc-ican government, whose agents woul.1 be prepared 
to seize the goods as they entered Mexico. Shipping 
arm* not correctly labelled was against the law and 
an offence to be dealt with by the Department of Jus- 
tice. 


So from the nature of tbc affair it was to be a 


question as to which side could obtain the first and 
most reliable in/onnation regarding the aims and pur- 
poses of the other. Without arms tin; Madero faction 
was iKiweriuss. WHh arms it was a serious menace to 
the Diaz government. 


At the outset General .Madero sent his brother, Gus- 


lavus Madcro, and Scftor Don .Sanchez Ax.cima to 
Washington. They engaged Hie law linn of Hopkins 
it Hopkins ns their representatives. Thomas S. Hop- 
kins and S. fl. Hopkins were legal advisers in the 
United Stales of the Chilian revolutionary party which 
in IS'Jl overthrew the Halmaceda government. 


Tlie Mexican Embassy immediately rciincsted Hie 


Department of Justice to use every legal means In pre- 
vent the delivery of arms to the insurgents, and tIn- 
state Department promised to employ the greatest 
vigilance to prevent illegal traffic in arms. 
The De- 


partment of Justice assigned some of its most expert 
Secret Service men t" keep it informed ot every 
wove of the revolutionary agents in the United Slates, 
and the Mexican Embassy employed a force of private 
letectives from Hie Hums and Pinkerton agencies. 


Then the Secret Service duel began. In his office 


in the Ilibbs Building Captain S. G. Hopkins began to 
receive mysterious visitors. 
All sorts of men disap- 


peared behind the ground glass door oC his private 
office, and clerks and stenographers speculated in 
whispers until the stranger emerged. The elevator 
lioys told weird talcs of queer men and women loiter- 
In- nbmit the Ilibbs Building at night, and told each 
other \v.lh nn air of bravado how they had been of- 
fered amounts ranging from $20 to i>r,0 it they would 
pass some mysterious person into Captain Hopkins 


l°Tbo revolutionary committee relied upon its secret 
service to inform its members of any danger, but there 
were many narrow esoatpes from disastrous discov-

One" morning Captain Hopkins was preparing a 


despatch to General Madero. stating that a shipment 
of arms labelled "Furniture fixtures" was on [t*™?- 
A clerk entered his office with a card inscribed

At the last moment the Mexican govern- 
ment has'declined to pay our price and we stand to 
lose $38000. Now, the reason I have come to you is

* T^he'"evolutionists were sorely in need of arms and 
ammunition. The offer seemed sound and was very 
tempting Captain Hopkins told "Mr. Lord to call the 
following day, as he must consult others before sign- 
ing a contract.

had was caused "by a young woman, who brought 
about an extremely dramatic scene, which all but

She was young and 


vcrv beautiful, and one day she called on Captain 
Hopkins in his office on the usual ••confidential busi- 
ness " She seemed perfectly at borne and lost no 
time in getting to the pith of her mission 


"I am greatly interested in tbe cause of Madero. 


she said "and. being of an adventurous turn of mind, 
1 would like to do some secret work for the party. I 
Understand." she continued casually, "that Harvej 
Phillips is working for you." 
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"Look Out for Him," Continued the Voice; "He's Your Shadow. 


from the office for somo purpose. He tested all the 
locks of Hie doors, locked his desk, ihnist papers 
he had been working over into the safe and hurried 
to the street, worried lest he might lie doing wrong. 


For a few seconds lie stood looking in the bis I'1"10 


glass window, which reflected objects in the street 
like a mirror.

"Change a ten dollar billy 


Captain Hopkins called his partner to the private 


otlice. Hurriedly explaining the matter, he said:— 


"i'leasc stay in here till 1^-ome back. Don't leave 


the room for an instant: we can't be too careful." 


At. the bank a man next in line to him whispered:— 
"Man standing in doorway, gray gloves, mole under 


left: eye. is your new shadow:" 


Captain Hopkins did not glance at the man who 


offered the information, but lie photographed his 
watcher in his mind. 


Perhaps the most active of the revolutionary agents 


and Captain Hopkins' most capable aid was Harvey 
rhillips. Kot. only was he successful in the cunning 
with which he checkmated the moves of the iJiaz 
agents. but he got consignment after consignment of. 
arms and ammunition to Madero's army. 


The revolutionists needed imperatively ."i.OOO rounds 


of ammunition. Mr. I'liillips was assigned to the deal 
because of the urgent need for the supplies. He di- 
vided the entire shipment into three parts. 
A third 


of the whole consignment: ho packed in three large 
drummer's trunks and carried with him as excess bag- 
gage. Another batch was packed and labelled "Furni- 
ture Fittings" and sent to an agent in El Paso. The 
remainder was expressed as "Furniture Castings" 
through tbe same channels. 


So carefully did ha cover his tracks t h a t the goods 


were delivered to the insurgent army, but the Depart- 
ment of Justice ferreted out the moves that Imd been 
made. He had violated the interstate trallic law by 
shipping ammunition labelled "Furniture Fittings" 
Mi rough the .States and across Ihe border. 


The Department of Justice assigned a detective. A. 


Scully, to track down Mr. I'liillips and arrest, him. 
With a dealer In arms who had sold goods to rhillips, 
Scully went from New York to Washington. The 
denier was to Identify Harvey Phillips, but upon ar- 
riving in Washington the detective set about to do a 
little quiet work by himself.

The prize catches of 1911 were few, but they were 


sensational. The •, baseball aquarium has been ready 
for a long time for some new occupants. More than 
one to whom baseball is a hobby and a study has 
felt that the national pastime. In Its professional 
side, has not for some seasons been producing the 
"nine and ten pounders" that it had In some other 
years. 


In the season of 1911 one sensation followed upon 


another. Some were less Intensified than others, yet 
out of the combination of sensations was developed 
the most sensational race for a baseball champion- 
ship In the history of the sport. 


Who is the biggest, find of 1911? 
Is it Marquard, a delayed find—something like a 


delayed steal to second, to lapse Into the vernacular 
of the game—or is it Alexander, of Philadelphia, a 
youthful Western recruit who only n year ago was 
pitching for the Syracuse club of the New York State 
League? 


There may be .some who will take issue with the 


statement that Marquard is a find of the year. If 
they wish to be as dry of sentiment as a charred 
bone is dry of marrow perhaps they nrc right. But 
if Marquard is not a find of the year, owing to the 
fact that he was signed by the New York National 
League clnb in 1908, no one can rob 1911 of the fact 
that it was the year in which Marquard found him- 
self. 


Think of tie wonderful transition in his career, and 


all in one season, too! At the end of the month of 
September, 1910, occasionally referred' to as Mc- 
Graw'8 "$11,000 lemon," and at the finish of the sea- 
son of 1911 sharing the honors with Mathewson, peer- 
less "Matty," the man who, single handed, vanquished 
bis opponents In a championship for a world's series! 


Why shouldn't he be proclaimed a find of the year? 
Look through his record. He has been opposed to 


aH of the best pitchers in his organization. One by 
one he has seen them appear before him find vanish 
beaten. It Is true that he, too, has swallowed the 
bitter dose of iefeat It is medicine that none of 
them escapes, at one time or another, but his gulps 
of the mixture which makes athletes shrug their 
shoulders, clasp their hands and pull their heads, 
turtle like, down within their collars have been few. 


He met his greatest rival, Alexander, of Philadel- 


phia, in New York and vanquished him In a game 
of extra innings. It was a contest singed as if a 
Sardou—a baseball Sardou—had prepared the sce- 
nario. The time was at hand when both the Philadel- 
phia and New York teams must begin to show their 
mettle for the finish.

"There isn't, anything to discuss," snld the Phila- 


delphia man. "Alexander Is here to stay." 


Next to Marqimrd his record—of Ihft youngsters— 


is the mnst sensational of the league. There may be- 
some who believe It is fcilly as sensational as that 
of Marquard, nnd yet there is not the dramatic In- 
tensity to it that there Is to the awakening of Mar- 
quard—Mnrquard the disappointment, the pitcher 
who bad been jeered and derided and scouted and 
who must liave known within himself that, the abil- 
ity was there if only his physical and mental powers 
would assert themselves in unison as they should— 
and who suddenly electrified ft nation by making a 
marvellous record in the national game. 


They are not much alike, these two. 
Marqimrd is 


diffident, boyish, good humored, fond of joking, and, 
like most jokers, able to accept retaliation unless it 
grows a little too warm. 


Alexander is confident, aggressive, good natured, 


too. like his left hand rival, but of that type which 
is more and more assured of liis own ability the fur- 
ther ithat success carries him onward. 


In the Philadelphia team ;i comrade of Alexander 


and. strangely enough, a pitcher of the same league 
with which Alexander played in 1010, is another, 
young pitcher whose record, less brilliant than that 
of cither of his rivals, has been such as to classify 
him among the. big catches of the year. 


His name is Chalmers. He is a New York boy— 


not New York State, but New York city—snd there 
are very few New York boys who have made their 
way into the major leagues. 


Chalmers lives on the west side. When he wished 


to play ball he did not have the opportunity which 
was afforded to Mnrquard or to Alexander. Both of

His fingers 
are long antf plinble. and he has a throwrig arm 
which bends and returns like a steel fishing rod-

The sight of women, as 


well as men, wending their way toward 
their respective places of business every 
morauig is no unusual one. The major- 
ity of unmarried women, except among 
the very wealthy, pursue some chosen 
vocation other than housework. Indeed. 
many a married woman accompanies her

The mnst important article of food 


from the typhoid standpoint is milk. 


Typhoid gets into milk from the 


hands of people who handle milk. 
The farmer or milkers, any one who 
has handled the can. the workers in 
the factory, the milkmen in town, or 
any one who "handles milk in the 
household where it is used can be re- 
sponsible for its infection with typhoid. 


A typhnid water supply on the farm 


would spread it. not through infection 
cf the cows arinking the water, but 
through wasWng the cans with it.

INE of the sorriest episodes in the operation

:h this is accomplished Barbara Deering is

However, the 
writer does give an entirely sympathetic view 
of the employe's tribulations, for she is thor- 
oughly conversant with them, and as a brief for 
the defendant the article will be found an en- 
lightening exposition of the way to do a dis- 
agreeable thing without undue friction or un- 
necessary harshness.

HEN a woman buyer makes her appearance 
in a large store to take charge of n depart- 
ment' she experiences a delightfully dizzy 
sensation ns of one ascending to new heights. 
Generally she is a newcomer, for the coveted 


position of buyer is seldom obtained by one who has 
occupied a minor position. 


When (here is a vacancy the department store 


spreads its net for a woman to fill it. Perhaps she 
tins held .1 similar position in another city or has re- 
mained for years in .1 department store in the same 
city as an assistant buyer, until she looks npon her- 
self as a permanent fixture then*and is dazed at being 
requested to call upon the firm that eventually em- 
ploys her to talk over the possibility of becoming a 
buyer for them. 


Often she has gained hor experience from a bust- 


ness of her own in which she has been successful and 
has a clientele of fashionable and wealthy women 
whom the department store is anxious to obtain. The 
department store seeks her because, managing a busi- 
ness for herself, she must understand 
business 


methods, and. having a large following, she will be 
Influential in bringing it to the store. 


"In your own Business you have expenses to meet 


«nd you are confronted by financial worries, which 
you will be free from when you are lit our employ," a 
member of the firm argues. 


The woman who is to become a buyer acknowledges 


thnf this is true. 


"Tour customers keep yon waiting for your mon«y. 


while you must meet, your bills promptly if yon.want 
to keep tip yonr credit. If the season is a backward 
one, despite your efforts you will find at the ¥ii'l of 
the year that, you have made no profit, and. outside of 
simply baring a living, you are worse oft than the year 
preceding." 


These arguments appeal to the wonvm who has 


been In business for herself. 
She SOPS the business 


problem from the viewpoint of a big merchant. If it 
has bsen the millinery business she will recall the 
worries which have confronted her daily, the itigantic 
rent she pays, the high salaried help she employs, the 
thousand and one-expenses. 
When she compares the 


conditions with the opportunity offered, where she 
can take her place in a large store with unlimited 
capital; whore she does not need to bother with hills 
payable and with outstanding accounts: v.-here th«> 
merchandise she offers is advertised and th«' on-mmors 
are brought to her. and where there is a fixed salary 
which comes regularly each week, it seems like a 
great relief. 


When she goes into the department for the first 


time the atmosphere is roseate. 
From the proprietors 


to the humblest messenger boy all ilo her homage. 


"She is tl^e new buyer." they tell one another, and 


If among themselves they say "I have seen them ronie 
nnd go. and T give her about two years." she doesn't 
know it and believes that they regard her as a genius 
?ome to lift the department, from the depths to which 
it has fallen. 


When n new hnyor is engaged in a department store 


there is a reason. (Jenerally the department has run 
flown until I lie sales arc at. low ebb and the slock is In 
a bad condition. 
The department is in n state of 


chaos. 
Probably it has been without a buyer for 


dome lime and has practically run ilsolf. Every otic 
waits for the new buyer to put her shoulder to the 
wheel. 


She. Is piloted about her department by one nf the 


executives of (ho store. It may be a member of the 
firm who is so interested in this branch of merchan- 
dise that. lie. wants to introduce her to it. himself, or 
it may be the general manager or the merchandise 
mnn, both of whom are in some way interested in its 
welfare. Every word she utters, every opinion she 
gives, is treated as if it were of priceless value. She 
notices that sereral of the saleswomen are nnaltrac- 
tive and careless in conduct. She Is informed that she 
has the privilege of dismissing the entire force if she so 
desires in order to build up an organization that will 
do her credit. She remarks that the lights are bad, 
the mirrors placed so that (lie customer seated lief ore 
them will see herself to a disadvantage, f'.irpento/rs 
and electricians lire put, to work to follow out her in- 
structions.

Although the purchases of this now buyer 
are a little heavy, everything will right itself under 
my supervision." 


The management is also heard from. "We made the 


department so aur.iclive that people are flocking to 
it from all over the city. 
We have secured snlcs 


people who know how to push the goods." 


All take credit for the booming condition of the 


department and niv all attention when the now buyer 
comes their way. Sales go ahead! At night when 
she reports the day's sales to n member of (lift firm 
he gives her a word of prnise. and as the older buyers 
hear It they sigh and recall the time when they wore 


new buyers and had this experience. 
Kb" goes to 


Kurope. 
.She buys. 
She returns to her depurtrueut 


with new merchandise, new ideas nnd. incident:! 
new gowns for herself, which she wears with great 
success. 
She becomes known as the woman buyer 


with wonderful taste, nnt only in selecting merchan- 
dise, but In personal dress. She Is like the star In a 
musical comedy—she is featured. 


"Our woman buyer." the firm slates, "has Just re- 


turned from abroad and is thoroughly familiar with 
fashions." They advise other buyers to seel; her Ideas 
regarding fashions, and they appeal to her whenever 
a matter comes up that deals with the fashions of 
the store. 


Meanwhile the season passes and stock taking time 


comes. Her sales have gone ahead, but there Is a cor- 
responding increase in expenses. The'purchases are 
in excess of the amount, figured upon. She Is only 
indirectly responsible for this state of affairs, for the 
department was in such a condition when she took 
charge that it. was necessary to buy now" stock, to sell 
the old at a loss and to increase expenses by bettering 
the department. 


Nevertheless, when the accounting has been made 


it is found, that there has been no profit, and a buyer 
to be successful must m:ikn money. She may explain 
to the merchandise man that she was forced to make 
certain expenditure*, and mention incidonls. but he 
will show hor only the merchandise figures. When 
she goes to Hie management and proves that the In- 
crease of her expenses has been caused by necessary 
Improvements he will state that the expenses have 
been, of course, great, but thnt all the new fixtures 
were ordered at. her suggestion and were taken out of 
the profits of her department. The member of the 
firm who had approved of the spending of money to 
bring the customers in aIso^vanishes into the back- 
ground. 


A buyer must depend to a great extent on those 


around her. The methods nnd policies of each store 
differ from those of other stores and she has much to 
learn. 
If she has had her experience in her own busi- 


ness, tlie rules, regulations and red tape of the de- 
parlinent store .ire constantly bobbing up and she 
must look to her assistants to help her out. Her head 
of slock, after she has installed herself in the good 
graces of the new buyer, will'begin to work for'hcr 
own interests. 


r.iltie things that she will suggest, with apparently 


good intentions will result in the ultimate undoing of 
the buyer. She will say:—"Why not reduce the price 
of this merchandise ourselves instead of putting it 
through the regular reduction channels? 
If the re- 


duction is put through there will be a loss In Hie sta- 
tistical office, but if we wait until the customer comes 
in nnd then offer the hat a few dollars cheaper 
no one win be the wiser nnd the loss can be nitule up 
by ch;'rgiiig the amount on some other hat. which we 
onu mark higher than its required profit." 


The buyer follows this arlvice. 
For a while all 


mny go well. She niters the liguros on the merchan- 
dise .ind accounts for this to the customers by saying 
thnt the goods are damaged, but one fine dny she is 
:;illod to the merchandise office nnd confronted with the 
fact thnt she has disobeyed a fundamental rule of the 
store. 
She hns sold articles nl: other t h n n the prices 


marked. 


When she goes to Europe she leaves the head of 


stock in charge of her show room. She. receives 
weekly letters containing the daily snles, which are 
invariably going ahead, and showing thnt. the de- 
partment is in n flourishing condition, yet, the bend of 
stock is doing the very thing thnt. will undermine, the 
ivomnn buyer In the eyes of the firm. 
She is putting 


through reductions to m;ike the merchandise sell 
under any circumstance?. 
In fact, she is fnirly giv- 


ing it away. She is responsible only for the amount 
of the sales, .ind 
*<> long ns they are going nho.id 


nothing else Is expected of her. 


The Saleswomen Who Have Fawned Upon- Her and Flattered Her Stand at a Safe Distance. 


At the end of the season, when stock taking comes, 


these reductionsjjill.play an important part and the 
buyer cannot blame her head of stock, but must as- 
sume all responsibility herself. 


Storm Clouds Gather. 


The woman buyer may manage to show a profit the 


first year, but when her second year shows that her 
snles have not gone ahead, although her expenses nnd 
purchases are smaller, her trouble begins. 
Sales- 


women who have loudly proclaimed that their buyer 
is "a clear" will look to their own interests. 
If their 


sales are not up to the mark and the management 
calls them to account they put the blame on the 
buyer. 


"I could make snles if I had the merchandise. 
I 


lost three sales to-day because the hnts asked for 
were not in stock." 


The woman buyer gels up nil sorts of sales, makes 


new plans with a view to pushing the merchandise, 
but no one will give her the free rein she enjoyed 
when she started. Last year she had a table on the 
main fiisle, which netted her department S-100 a day. 
This year she appeals for this space in vain. It is 
n bad business year, too. Women simply will not buy 
hats. 
Dny after dny s-lie finds her snles falling be- 


hind those of the previous year. 
She cannot control 


her snies, but she e,in control her purchases, and she 
buys from hand to mouth. 
Manufacturers become 


dissatisfied with the small amount of her orders and 
elusive bargains lire not. for her. Site comes to the 
store in the morning to find that the case containing 
her choicest materials hns been deliberately taken 
away without her permission. 


Long reports come in through'the comparison de- 


partment, stating t h n t hor stock is not up to the mark 
nnd thnt her department doe* not compare favorably 
with the department. In other stores. In former times 
she was always a welcome visitor in the offices of/rhe 
tirni, the merchandise m.'in or the management; now 
she finds nil doors shut ngninst her. At night, when 
sbe tnlcos up her snles. the member of the firm has no 
hesitancy in telling her they nre behind, in n voice 
that onu be heard by ihe other buyers. 


Gradually, too. the policy of the store is changing. 


When she wns engaged those in control approved of 
her methods', but these people have lost Influence. The 


buyer has nothing to do with this, hut she suffers in 
consequence. The member of the firm who originally 
engaged her may have been very strong then, but has 
since retired from active Interest, or, because his ideas 
were not practical, he has been relegated to the back- 
ground and his place taken by another member of the 
firm with totally different methods. In such cases the 
buyers who have carried the banner of the deposed 
chief also fall. They are not. discharged; they are not 
Informed that their services are no longer required, 
but they nre given to understand that the store wishes 
to be relieved of their presence. If they do not take 
the hint and resign the gentle process of "firing a 
buyer"'takes place. 


The method is simple. 
If the buyer has been an 


utter failure, which is seldom the case, owing to the' 
exhaustive investigation regarding her ability before 
employment it is easy. The figures can be shown, a 
statement made that the. department has not been run 
successfully and does not warrant continuing the pres- 
ent buyer in charge. 
But when the buyer is in no 


way to blnrue and when -the department hns gone 
abend or behind in the same proportion as other de- 
partments of the store wlien, aside from the effects of 
business conditions and unseasonable weather, it. could 
not have been run better or more profitably, the firm 
mny still desire to get rid of her. Why, they do not 
know themselves. 


Probably the buyer realizes thnt they nre trying 


to "fire" her, and determines lo make a fight. She're- 
calls other buyers still In the employ of the store who 
have gone through the "firing" process and emerged 
unscathed. They refused to be "fired," and she de- 
cides to do likewise. 
' 


There is an old ninn In an adjoining department 


who has been up nnd down, one year n power and the 
next stripped of all authority, merely hanging on. 
When the aged .proprietor decided thnt, this buyer 
could he dispensed with he evaded being "fired" 
until n junior member grew strong, when he was Iif- 
stalled in favor again. When his responsibilities were 
tnken from him he sat in his office waiting to be re- 
stored to power. 


The buyer learns of the man who for years bought 


the boys' suits in the clothing department of A store 
nnd went nlong well for years. Then came along a 
new buyer for the men's clothing department. Look- 


ing the situation over, he realized that in order to 
make a showing he. must control both the men's anfl 
the boys' clothing, running them under one heading, " 
eo that the combined sales would show a tsreater profit 
than If the departments were run separately. 


The question of "firing" the buyer for boys' sute 


came up. How eoald It be done? The arm could not 
"say, "You have been a failure.'" They could give no 
plausible reason, and fret he had to go. The "first step 
was taken when he went one day to a wholesale housi 
to buy some merchandise. 


"We hare just sold the new buyer for men's suit* 


this number," he was informed. 


This seemed strange; still the truth did not dawn 


npon him. He hurried back^to the store td demand 
why the men's department was laying in a supply of 
goods that belonged solely ^o the-boys' section, but 
when he reached the store he received a second blow. 
His order, sent to the merchandise man for con- 
firmation, came back with the notation:—"Tour or- 
ders must be signed by the buyer of the men's clcth- 
ing before they will be passed by the merchandise 
office." 


The buyer "could not account for It and hurried to 


tbe merchandise man for an explanation. He was 
greeted with a smile. 


"Just a little change of policy," the merchandise 


man explained. "The new buyer for men's clothing 
will hare charge of nil the clothing sections, yours In- 
cluded. You will take your instructions from him." 


The boys' suit buyer resigned and he left the stort 


IE a white heat of indignation. Wlien he had cooled 
down sufficiently to look the matter over from every 
viewpoint he realized that the store had decided to 
rid itself of his services and had done It in such a way 
as to "be held blameless. 


In the white goods section, the merchandise is fn 


charge of different buyers, -a buyer for the French 
lingerie, another for the domestic underwear, a third 
for shirt waists and a fourth for the Infants' de- 
partment. 


When It was decided to take the French lingerie 


from the buyef who had it in charge and to give it to 
the woman who bought the Infants' wear, since there 
was no apparent reason for dlscharg-lng the young 
woman, a scheme was resorted to, giving the impres- 
sion that slip left voluntarily. 


"We are going to make alterations in tbe depart- 


ment." she was told, "and must take the French lin- 
gerie off sale for a little while. This will zlve you a 
littleM-acation." 


One Way of "Firing." 


Tb<> unsuspicious lingerie buyer accepted th!« ttate 


Of affairs and left for her home in the West. A« tbe 
time passed she wrote frequent letters to the mana<&- 
m«nt asking If her department was in readiness, but 
she received no reply. Puzzled, but not comprehend- 
ing, she reflirned to the store. The sight that met 
tier «ym threw her into nervous prostration. There 
Had been no alterations; her department «ras Just as 
*hp had left it except that the woman who bought 
infants' wear was now Installed as the bnyer of th« 
French-lingerie and she was left without a position 


The management explained Its attitude:— 
"We will try to find some other place for you In the 


store, or you might go behind a counter and «ell lin- 
gerie, but we hare no nwd of yoti as » buyer for we 
find that the young woman who has the Infants' wear 
can easily buy for the French lingerie section."

course, the young woman resigneo. 


When the woman buyer's turn comes to be "flred"

The saleswomen who 
nave fawned upon and nattered her stand at a safe 
distance. If she is to go it will not be well to have 
been too friendly. 
The wholesale merchants keep 


nway, ror they do not want to sell merchandise that 
will not be confirmed, or, if she gets It through the 
merchandise office, they do not want It in the stock 
room when a new buyer arrives. Customers come nnd 
go. and the woman buyer for the first, time lets them 
pass without, greeting, for she is harassed by a KUO 
cession of imMdents that occur with alarming rapidtrr- 


Tbe invoice man sends for her. A short while ago 


she would hare demanded that the invoice man come 
to her, but she has nothing special to do and slie-l» 
curious to see what new annoyance confronts her. 
It 


may be a request to have her goods removed from the 
place they have occupied since she has been in the 
store. Had it been requested In times gone by sh» 
would have stated that she needed the space and that 
some one else could move. 


As she was an important person this would have 


been done. But now she must move her reserve stock 
atonce. She tries to have this attended to, and while 
formerly her voice,.at the telephone would have 
brought a half dozen messenger boys, repeated re- 
quests, to the man in charge of the messenger boy* 
brings no satisfaction. He, too, knows. 


A call comes for her from another'quarter. She Is 


wanted in- the merchandise office. 
The merchandise 


man hns columns of figures before him. which he 
reads off ID quick, haphazard fashion. 
The woman 


listens and tries to understand. 
. 


"Your sales are about the same as last year and your 


purchases are less, but you are not making enough 
money." 
.

,"At last stock taking I made the required percent 
age." 
• 


Although the merchandise man knows this to be the 


truth, he contIiflies:—"You should have done better. 
We are far from satisfied." The woman buyer de- 
fends herself with the same phrases she has used 
before. 


"I think my department has made a remarkable 


showing when you take Into, consideration the condi- 
tion of business throughout the country." 


The"woman buyer-has undergone this same style of 


interview a dozen times within the last week,,and sli« 
has managed to keep her temper! The mcrchandlM 
man becomes relentless.

"Ry the way, how much stock have you left over 


from last season?" 
' 


The woman buyer will tell him, but the merchandise 
man is not satisfied. 


"I should like a list of it with <cost and selling 
prices." 


When the buyer brings back this report she is told 


that the entire stock must be taken, a useless task, 
for the exact condition of the stock from day to day.is 
ever present on the desk of ihe merchnndise man. 
There Is a reason behind this order! It is considered 
a great disgrace for a department to be forced to un- 
dergo a special stock taking. Everybody knows that 
something I« wrong. 
c, 


-"Is she here this mor»ing?"^the salespeople ask each 
other, and when tbe reply comes. "Still here." they 
know thnt. ihe, battle is still being waged, nnd they 
await developments. 


Finally the climax crimes. The woman buyer may 


have accepted the great humiliations without'turning 
a hair, when some Incident may occur so trivial that 
nt. any other time it would pass unnoticed but it Is 
the last straw, and. with eyes flashing, the wo*iti 
buyer closes her desk, gathers her papers together an< 
"resign^."

I must have been dragged a hundred yards before

It wns four o'clock one morning, on board thc Mel- 


ton, when, my shift being relieved, I climbed through 


om> nf tlie dingy, dirty hatches to sine", the fresh 
air and just reminded myself that here were stars 
and'sunrises and things Unit a sallorman loves. They 
nlwnys gnve us coffee nt the end of a spell in the 
hold, and 1 wns in the habit of going on deck to 
drink mine. We were In a heavy gnle that day, nud 
thc crash of thc waves against the side, the sting'ot 
the suit sprny in the face nnd the ulnck, angry, scud- 
illug clouds exhilarated me.

With my cup in one .hand I leaned over thc rail, 


I watching the water surge and roll. I stood to lee- 
ward. Suddenly a giant mound of water lifted the 
3ther side of the vessel high above-'me.

I 1 gloried In it for a fraction of n second; then the
